1 cup sugar
1 teaspoon salt 

Coarsely grated rind of 2 
oranges

1 cup shortening
3 medium eggs
1 cup buttermilk
1 teaspoon bakjng soda
1 teaspoon vanilla
1 cup chopped walnuts
1 cup chopped dates 

Sift 2 teaspoons baking pow­ 
der with 3 cups sifted flour, 
or 2V6 cups unsifted flour

Mix by hand. Bake in 9x3 
well-greased spring form tin 
for one hour at 375 degrees.
